Prints and 
paintings by the French impressionists, plus ceramics, glass, jewelry, and 
other decorative objects by such well-known designers as Lalique, Galle', and 
Baccarat, are displayed alongside the Japanese art works which inspired them. 
More than 320 beautiful and unusual objects have been selected from public 
and private collections in Europe and America for this unique e:diibition. 

The history of the Japonisme movement in Europe and America is also illustrated 
in a series of slide tapes which will run continuously in the Museum’s audio- 
visual center for the duration of the show.
